Italians Are Trapped 
Under Mountain 
Shell-Fire

Greek victories all along the 100- 
mile Balkan war front « e re report­ 
ed by Athens today, with Italy ’s 
"big push" in the northw est re­ 
pulsed and other Italian columns 
thrown back in 
the center and 
northeast. 
Reports from the ancient Hellenic 
capital said im portant gains were 
scored in the center sector, around 
Koritza, where 30.000 Italian troops 
were reported “trapped" under the 
shell-flre of Greek m ountain guns. 
Rem nants of the Italian invasion 
columns In that area are now being 
encircled, the Athens reports said

Yugoslav border said fighting in the 
northeast was intense, with heavy 
artillery action on both sides.

Advices from the battle zone said 
the Greeks’ "Indian style" guerilla 
tactics were making sharp inroads 
against the massed Italian m echan­ 
ized onslaught.

of the fascist offensive on the west 
in the 12-day-old conflict: 
"Operations are proceeding on the 
Epirus front,” the official com m uni­ 
que said tersely, om itting all m en­ 
tion of actual troops gains or lasses. 
Artillery Stops Italians 
Tile Greek high com mand said 
flatly that Italy’s mechanized forces, 
attem pting to knife through the 
M etaxas defense line in a drive to ­ 
ward Ioannina, had been repulsed by 
Greek artillery and an ti-tan k guns.

(Previously, the Greeks hat! ac­ 
knowledged a "slight retreat," while 
the Italians said they had crossed 
the K&lamas river and left It behind 
in the thrust toward Ioannina.)

O MATTER how intelligent, or how filled 
with emotions, any of us may become, 
if we do not liberate what we have learned 
and gained, in the end these very excellent 
things are apt to stifle and sour us.

CHAPTER XVII 


CLOSING SCENES OF THE WAR 
At the conference held in March, 1865 I was appointed to the Exeter 
Street church in Baltimore. A short time after our arrival the long and pain­ 
ful civil struggle came to an end. My first prayer in the church produced 
considerable excitement, and gave offense to many persons who left the 
audience immediately. I had been in the habit diming the whole war of 
praying for the “President of the United States, for Congress and the 
Judiciary of the land" and then acfded a supplication for the “soldiers and 
sailors of the Union.” This I afterward found had been omitted by my 
predecessors out of courtesy to those who were of secession proclivities. I 
resolved however to persevere in my course, and lost the favor of some 
people for a time. But events that soon followed superceded all opposi­ 
tion. The long seige of Richmond ended by the evacuation of the city. 
This with tile surrender of Lee at Appomattox practically closed Hie war. 
’Hie generation who have been born since, can never comprehend 
fully the enthusiasm of joy that swept over tile loyal portion of the 
country when this mighty struggle for the life of the nation ended 
victoriously. 
For four years it had been in progress, drawing upon the 
resources of the north and devastating the south. And when a t last that 
moment came when we could realize, without doubt, that the awful 
drama had closed, the heavy tension of anxiety was relaxed and a spon­ 
taneous eruption of public and patriotic enthusiasm burst forth. 
After 
the occupation of Richmond, it was but a short time till the surrender 
of Lee was announced. 
This event was celebrated by firing of cannon 
at all the forts surrounding the city. 
One perpetual roar of artillery 
filled the ail*. 
The thunder of the big "Columbiad*" was thrilling and 
continued till late in the night. Everybody was moved by the inspira­ 
tion of victory and leaving their homes crowded toward the centre of the 
city. 
There speeches, music, and fire works emphasized the general 
delight of the masses.

The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


"WITCH HUNT," by George Seldes; (Modem Age: 
$2.50). 
IT WOULD be pleasant if men who write books to 
1 prove long and bitterly held theses would only walk 
outside these theses once in a while and see how often 
their way of “proving" duplicates the very methods 
they criticize. 
For example, George Seldes has worked himself 
up into a rich creamy hither about "red baiting" in a 
book published today under the title “Witch Hunt." 
He is Just as adept at finding a mean old red baiter 
under every chip, as the red baiters are at finding 
“Bolshevists”—if not more so. 
He is In fact naive enough to write thnt what really 
was going on in Europe just after the war of 1914-18 
was a big plot against Russia. At the time of which 
Mr. Seldes writes, Russia was giving birth to the 
oddly formed monster we know* now as the U S S R . 
It was a pretty badly bungled delivery, too. But it 
seems that Marechal Foch called the correspondents 
together one day and confessed that had not the 
Armistice been signed, three days after Its date a 
great push through to Berlin would have begun, a 
push which would not have ended short of Russia 
itself. According to Mr. Seldes. 
And the Marechal. therefore, was one of the earliest 
users of propaganda against Russia, and his point 
in giving out the story was to send up a trial balloon 
to get the world’s reaction to his alleged ’ plot.” It is 
hard to believe. 
Mr. Seldes produces unassailable evidence against 
certain men and certain organizations. 
These, he 
shows, have used the term “red" as a propaganda 
weapon, and have applied it indiscriminately to 
"smear” innocent people. This is deplorable, and also 
it is not news. But if there are hints in the book that 
sometimes people really are “red.’’ and deserve to be 
cried out against, the hints are well hidden. Mr, Seldes 
can surely not have worked 30 years In the newspaper 
business without having learned that there really is 
a “boring from within" engineered by Russia in this 
country, since he so readily accepts the existence of a 
fascist campaign of the same general character. In 
plain English, hts thesis seems to be that because un­ 
scrupulous business men have used labor spies, tear 
gas, the police, red baiting and such devices against 
the workers, all business men are suspect, and all 
their "victims” are as sweet as one of those inhumanly 
cute babies on popular magazine covers.

Agitated and twisted by a wind 
of gale proportions,

structure, which only four m onths 
ago was dedicated as a m onum ent 
to engineering 
science, 
crumbled 
and then collapsed with a mighty I 
roar yesterday. 
There was no loss oflife. Two men 
—an engineer and a newspaperman , 
—who were on the bridge when it 
began to twist violently, m iracul­ 
ously escaped, even as sections of 
the floor began hurtling into the 
waters 200 feet below. 
Tubby, a cocker spaniel riding in 
the car with Leonard Coatsworth, 
Tacoma newspaperman, was not so 
fortunate.
